Report of Board of EJdacatioa. 



I.. CENTRAL COLLEGE. 



The Board of Education have duly considered the Report 
of the Curators of Central College, and concur in the follow- 
ing: 

We hear with gratitude and thankfulness of the con- 
tinued prosperity of this our chief and cherished institution. 
With endowment and property aggregating nearly $200,000, 
with an able faculty and a large patronage, the school has 
splendid prospects for the future. However, while we have 
a school which we believe is second to none in the State, we 
shall be false to our duty if we do not seek to raise it to yet 
higher efficiency. This will call for more money, and for 
further active moral support. We regret that so many of 
our sons are matriculated in State institutions, when they 
can find every needed advantage in Central College, together 
with such religious influences as are for them most appro- 
priate, and of the highest value. We believe that the high- 
est interests of our people will be found in preferring their 
own institutions, when led by such a school as we have at 
Central. 

During the last year, two of the Professors of Central 
College have been removed from us to the State University. 
This reminds us that we still have need for larger endow- 
ment, that our Professors may be placed beyond the need or 
the temptation to go from us. In making such choice of 
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teachers, the State has paid a high tribute to the scholarship 
and eflBciency of Central College. We are happy to state that 
the vacancies thus created in the faculty of our school have 
been filled by men of distinguished learning and ability. 

We pledge ourselves to the continued cordial support of 
Central College.

II. CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

Your Board are happy in being able to report that Cen- 
tral Female College was never more prosperous than it is at 
the present time. 

The scholastic year just opened promises to be one of 
unparalleled success ; indeed, the buildings of the institu- 
tion ^e already crowded almost to their full capacity with 
pupils. 

It will be difficult to accept any further applications 
of pupils for admission until the unfinished part of the new 
building is put in a suitable condition for their accommoda- 
tion. 

The present success is largely due to the able manage- 
ment of the institution — not only to the unwavering fidelity 
and support which the Board of Curators has given it, but 
also to the wise and efficient administration of its President, 
W. F. Kerdolflf, and to the large corps of well-qualified and 
faithful teachers who are associated with him. 

If the present management is permanently continued, a 
successful future is, beyond question, assured to the school. 

As to its financial status, we regret to say that, accord- 
ing to the report that comes to us from the Board of Curators, 
a considerable portion of the old debt still hangs as a burden 
upon the institution. The amount of said debt, which is 
still unpaid, unassured, and unprovided for, is nearly $8,000. 

Fortunately, enough money is realized from certain rent- 
als belonging to the school to pay the interest on this indebt- 
edness, thus preventing the increase of the. debt itself. Yet 
we respectfully suggest to the Board of Curators tHe wisdom 
of devising some plan by which the entire debt may be liqui- 
dated and the institution freed from this incumbrance. 
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We find that there is also a small debt on the new build- 
ing. But it is confidently believed that enough can be real- 
ized from the outstanding subscriptions to meet this balance. 

It is very important that the upper story of the new 
building be finished. This will cost, probably, about $800; 
also that the steam apparatus for heating the house be pro- 
cured and put in place. Both these needs should be supplied 
just so soon as it can be done, without incurring additional 
debt. 

Before closing our report, we beg leave to call the atten- 
tion of the Conference and of the Church to another matter 
involving the permanent interests of this institution. 

As Central Female College here at Lexington is co-ordi- 
nate with our Central Male College at Fayette, and as it is 
just as important that the former— as it is that the latter — 
should be of the highest order, and be established upon a 
foundation that will place it beyond all ordinary contingen- 
cies, we can not, with these facts before us, shut our eyes to 
the necessity that is upon us to provide for an ample endow- 
ment for this school. It is evident to us all that the institu- 
tion can not fulfill, permanently, the high ends for which it 
was established until this is done. We are not prepared to 
recommend immediate action in this direction; yet we deem 
it important that the Church keep this great object in view, 
as one that must be consummated at no very distant day 

This being the year for the election of the Board of Cura- 
tors, we recommend that W. B. McFarland, W. B. Palmore, 
and J. D. Connor be re-clected as members of the Board from 
this Conference.

It is believed, however, 
that during the year they will reach the number in attend- 
ance-last year. We are glad to report the College free of

sion of the Springfield District Conference looking to the 
erection of a boarding-house, which is greatly needed. This 
purpose will be consummated at the earliest period possible. 

We are especially gratified to learn of the religious in- 
terests of the College. A goodly number of her pupils were 
converted, and joined our Church during the last year. Every 
influence for good is thrown around the pupils, and great 
care is taken to train their hearts as well as their heads. 

The Faculty is full and complete, and very competent in 
every respect to do thoroughly the work which they propose 
to do. 

We most heartily endorse the College, and recommend 
it to all of our people as being in every way worthy of their 
patronage. *

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BIBLE CAUSE. 



Your Committee would respectfully report that we have 
carefully considered, this interest, and the important work 
being accomplished by the American Bible Society. This 
Society, in the sixty-nine years of its existence, has issued 
46,440,206 copies of the Scriptures. For the year ending 
March 31, 1885, it issued over 1,100,000 copies. Of this num- 
ber, Missouri received 39,808 copies. In 30 counties can- 
vassed in this State, 4,416 families were found without the 
Scriptures. In the fourth general canvass of the United States 
by the American Bible Society, 275,177 families, destitute, were 
supplied, as also 163,180 destitute individuals. In four years 
ending March 31, 1885, this Society has expended $255,000 
in excess of receipts. We greatly deplore the seeming neg- 
lect on the part of this Conference, as shown by the meager 
reports from the members, only about one-twelfth reporting 
collections. Your Committee would urge upon every member 
of this Conference the importance of taking up this collec- 
tion, and we will heartily co-operate with any authorized 
agent of the American Bible Society who may visit us.

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THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD 
submitted the following: 

It is not necessary at this late day for us to define the 
work to be done by the Sunday-school, but we wish to say 
that the school that fails to secure the conversion of the 
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children of the school, and build them up in a holy life, fails 
in accomplishing the high and holy work for which it was 
brought into being. 

From what information we have been able to obtain, the 
number received into the Church from our Sunday-schools is 
very much smaller than we have a right to expect. We are 
disappointed that there are so few conversions reported from 
our Sunday-schcols. 

We are pained to learn that there are at least one hundred 
organized societies in the Conference in which there are no 
Methodist Sunday-schools. 

1st. We would urge upon our preachers a faithful ob- 
servance of the disciplinary requirement in regard to the 
formation of Sunday-schools. 

2d. We most heartily endorse our own. Sunday-school 
literature and insist on its use in all our schools. 

3d. We would insist that, whenever practicable our 
Schools supply themselves with libraries from our Publish- 
ing House. 

4h. We again recommend the holding of a Sunday- 
School Conference in connection with each of our District 
Conferences, and that the proceedings of such Conference be 
sent to the Chairman of the Sunday-school Board. This 
Conference shall be composed of all the members of the 
District Conference, the members of the Sunday-school Board, 
and two delegates from each school in the District. 

5th. We recommend that the Sunday-school Board, in con- 
nection with the Presiding Elder, be requested to prepare a 
programme of topics to be discussed by the, Conference, and 
that the Presiding Elders announce the day for this Confer- 
ence when they announce the time of the District Conference. 

6th. We urge that a collection be taken in all our 
schools for the purpose of forming and aiding schools in 
destitute places, and that the money thus raised be forwarded to 
Rev. J. Spencer, Chairman and Treasurer of the Sunday- 
school Board. 

7th. We again urge the importance of taking a monthly 
collection in all our schools for the cause of missions. 
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8th. That we observe the first Sunday in May as 
Children’s Day and give special attention to the services of 
the day.

DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

Your committee beg leave to submit the following report: 
Kansas City District. 

The records of the Kansas City District have been very 
well kept; they are neat and full. We make the following 
criticisms, however : 

First, there is no marginal index. 

Second, there is not sufficient space allowed between each 
item of business. 

Lexington District. 

The records of the Lexington District have evidently 
been kept by an artist, as the pages show some beautiful 
specimens of penmanship; but there are a few mistakes which 
mar the general good character of the Journal. The roll does 
not distinguish between clerical and lay delegates. Part of 
the records show a marginal index, but in part the index 
is a part of the body of the minutes. The minutes of a cer- 
tain session were read and approved, but of what session or 
when held is not stated. 

Boonville District. 

Boonville District records have been well kept, neat and 
full. One criticism made : minutes of a certain session read 
and approved, but the time when the session was held 
is omitted. 

Neosho District. 

The Journal of the Neosho District is a model of neatness 
and systematic arrangement. The committee find no fault 
with it at all. 

Lebanon District. 

The records of the Lebanon District are neat and full, 
and almost perfect. One serious mistake is noticeable : the 
name of the church is omitted, and also the name of the State 
in which the District Conference was held. 
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Clinton District. 

The Journal of the Clinton District is a new one, and the 
secretary being a young man, and having no precedent as a 
model, he makes some few mistakes. The record is not suf- 
ficiently indexed, and is not as neatly kept as might have been. 
There is not space enough allowed between each item of busi- 
ness. The minutes of the afternoon session of the first day 
do not show that the minutes of the morning session were 
read or approved, nor does the Journal show who presided. 
And the minutes of the morning session of the second day 
do not show that the minutes of the afternoon session of the 
first day were read and approved. 

The minutes of the Sunday-school Convention are re- 
corded as a part of the work of the District Conference, instead 
of being in an appendix. 

Springfield District. 

The Journal of the Springfield District was not before 
the committee.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE 



Board, of Gharch S^xteRsioR. 

To the President and Members of the Board of Church Extension, 

We beg leave to submit our annual report, as follows:^ 

Your Constitution charges your Secretary specially with 
tbe care of the annual collections, and the furnishing of in- 
formation of Church extension to the preachers by circular 
and such other means as he may deem proper. 

We are pleased to state that we have complied with this 

requisition so far as we could. 

The third annual report of our Parent Board has been 
published and given to the Church, and will be furnished by 
us to any and all who may wish it. 

It is not too much to say of it, that it is one of the most 
important documents sent out by any department of the 
Church during the Conference year. It is full of information 
and replete with encouragement. 

It is the complete answer to all the doubts on the sub- 
ject of the success of Church extension, and the assurance of 
the permanency of this new factor of our operations. 

The figures of the report are brimful of information. 
Thev show that the Parent Board has helped build thirty-four 
churches, in fifteen different States and Territories, this year; 
to which $13,631 55 have been given, and $17,550 have been 
loaned. 

At the same time the Annual Conference Boards have 
assisted one hundred and seventy-six churches in building, to 
which $18,778.62 have been paid. The number of churches 
aided by the Parent and the Annual Conference Boards is two 
hundred and /ue— five churches having received help from 
both. This is an increase over last year’s work of seventy-five^ 
and lacks but three of being four churches for every week in 
the year. One new church every day should be our motto, 
till not a hill, valley, or plain shall be without a church! 

Our Conference Board has aided in building six churches 
this year, to which we have given $600, as follows: Warrens- 
burg, $200; Exeter, $50; Monticello, $50; Ozark, $50; Jericho, 
$50; Lebanon, $200. There are before us applications for aid 
to the amount of $2,500. 

A few facts in connection with this report of the Parent 
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Board deserve especial attention. The Church-extension 
system of operation offers the opportunity of doing great good 
with but little money. Economy is the law of the universe, 
and it should be the law of the Church. Standing in the 
light of eternity, every man should put to himself the ques- 
tion, How can I best glorify God by the means at my dis- 
posal? And in answering this question he can not afford to 
pass the door thrown wide open to him by this Board. Its 
statements are not the tales of conjecture. Facts and figures 
are wonderfully literal and unpoetic. 

This report shows that from $100 to $200 given through 
this Board will secure the erection of a church worth at least 
$2,000, with a seating capacity of 250 — a church that will 
meet the present demand, and that will secure for Method- 
ism a being in permanency and a hearing for all the future; 
a church manned by an earnest minister, preaching a living 
gospel, destined to be the birthplace of hundreds, perhaps 
thousands of souls ; a leaven to the entire community, and a 
standing rebuke and opponent to all phases of infidelity, 
communism, and atheism that are borne to our shores by the 
tide of immigration from foreign lands; a church whose in- 
fluence for good can be neither weighed nor measured, save 
in the light of eternity. 

This fact is truly marvelous, and yet another presents 
itself which surpasses it ; this is its Loan Fund. Its Loan 
Fund gives to the benevolent the opportunity of multiply- 
ing their charity to the latest hour of time. The money of 
this fund is never given. It is loaned for a limited time on 
approved security; and when it is returned, it goes again on 
its mission of mercy. It is a servant that never grows old 
with age nor wearies with its task or with living too long, a 
bush ever burning but never consumed. As a rule, the 
charities of men, like all things earthly, are characterized by 
evanescence. But here is a charity that is destined to work 
on until the last rebellious knee shall bow to the Savior’s 
mandate, and earth and heaven hold jubilee over a ransomed 
world. When this principle becomes imbedded in the hearts 
of our people and the evanescent feature of charity is gone 
forever, its influence upon the Church will be incalculable. 
It will be an encouragement to hope, an inspiration to effort, 
and a spirited liberality to all who would avail themselves of 
its aid. 
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The saddest sight to the Christian philanthropist is to 
see the door of opportunity closed for the want of funds. 

This is a time of great need, for the demands upon us 
were never so numerous or so imperative as now. 

Such is the showing of the annual report of Dr. Morton, 
Secretary of the Parent Board of Church Extension. 

It should be carefully studied by both preacher and lay- 
man. Let the preacher make it the text of his ablest effort 
from the pulpit, and of several lesser sermons around the fire- 
side of those members where covetousness has choked out all 
Christian liberality, and the Church will receive an impetus 
that will make our future grander and nobler than has been 
the past.

W. M. PITTS. 

Warren M. Pitts was a native Kentuckian. He was born 
in Logan County in 1810. Here he grew to manhood, was 
converted, married, and licensed to preach, which last event 
occurred in March, 1829. He was married about the same time. 

He served faithfully in the sphere of a local preacher for 
more than fourteen years, when he entered Kentucky Con- 
ference in 1843 and traveled five years, and then in 1848, in- 
tending to move to Missouri, he located. He came to Mis- 
souri that winter and settled near the head-waters of Black- 
water, in the north-west corner of Johnson County, where he 
raised his family, and buried nearly all of them. 

His wife and a widowed daughter are the only members 
that survive him. 

In 1849 he re-entered the itinerant ranks, joining the St 
Louis Conference. 

In 1871-2 he was Supernumerary, then Effective four years, 
then Superannuated in 1876, in which relation he was continued 
until the time of his death,which occurred in February, 1885. 

He was buried at Blackwater Chapel, in Johnson County. 
He was fifty-six years a preacher, forty years an itinerant, and 
thirty-one years effective. 

“Well done, good and faithful servant, enter thou into 
the joy of thy Lord.” 

He filled the following appointments: 1849-50, Harri- 
sonville; 1851, Columbus; 1852, Warsaw; 1853-4, Springfield 
District; 1855, Columbus ; 1856, Deepwater ; 1857, Harrison- 
ville; 1859, Supernumerary; 1861, Deepwater; 1862-65, no ap- 
pointment; 1866, Warsaw District; 1867, Charleston Circuit; 
1868, Cape Girardeau District ; 1869, Wellington Circuit; 1870 
Holden ; 1871, Index ; 1872, Supernumerary ; 1873, Chapel 
Hill; 1874, Chapel Hill; 1875, Neosho District; 1876, Super- 
numerary.

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JOHN B. H. WOOLDRIDGE 



was born in Nelson county, Va. February 21, 1825. His 
father died in 1834. His mother moved with her family to 
Saline County, Mo., in 1836. 

at Harmony Camp Ground, at a Presbyterian 
camp-meeting, he was converted “August, 1838, when thirteen 
years old^ That year he was baptized and received into the 
Methodist Church by Rev. Benj. R. Johnson. 

While yet a boy he was licensed to exhort. 

He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference 
of Arrow Rock Circuit in 1844, Jesse Green, P. E. 

He was twice married. His first wife was a Miss Booker, 
his second a Miss Lacy who with several children survives 
him. His entire ministry spans forty-one years. His effective 
itinerant career is included in thirty-five years. 

He was local three years and superannuate five. 

Thirty years.of his itinerant, and the rest of his minis- 
terial life were spent between the Missouri and Osage Rivers, 
a limited field for a traveling preacher of those early days. 
Brother Wooldridge was an acceptable preacher and always 
successful; hundreds were converted and brought into the 
Chui’ch by his ministry. 

He died at his home in East Ly nne,J une 9, 1885,after a long, 
painful illness giving abundant testimony that he was ready.

Lynne; 1818, Versailles; 1849, Jefferson Circuit ; 1850-51, Super- 
annuated; 1852-53, Versailles ; 1854, Georgetown ; 1855, Jeffer- 
son Circuit; 1856-57, Versailles ; 1858, Warsaw; 1859-60, Bell 
Air ; 1861, Lebanon District ; 1862 to 1865 no appointment ;
